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n San Antonio, TX, the residents can call 2-
1-1 to connect with services available
within the local community. 2-1-1 Texas is
a free anonymous social service hotline

available 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, 365
days a year. Additionally, residents can call
for services for family violence assistance.
Family violence can incorporate violence
against an intimate partner, former intimate
partner, parent, sibling, child, extended
family, or household member. Family
violence can come in various forms from
physical harm, bodily injury, the threat of
harm causing fear of imminent danger, and
emotional and mental harm.

The 2-1-1 family violence related calls for
assistance include four major categories:

he Bexar County Sheriff’s Office (BCSO) patrols 16 districts in unincorporated Bexar County.
Within those 16 districts, the following information represents the number of Family
Violence cases they handle. In 2020, BCSO saw a 4% increase in Family Violence cases;

however, BCSO has seen a decrease in family violence homicides.

In August of 2021 BCSO in

collaboration with STRAC began the use of a domestic violence hotline to evaluate victims for
levels of lethality. This hotline has been able to not only identify high risk victims but allows for
assisting victims with fleeing their homes or safety planning with victims. Of those screened 45%
voluntarily left their residence to seek safety at either the Battered Women’s Shelter, the Domestic

Violence Hotel, or with Friends/Family.

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he Southwest Texas Regional Advisory Council (STRAC) is designated by the Texas

Department of State Health Services (DSHS) to develop, implement, and maintain the

regional trauma and emergency healthcare system for the 22 countries in Trauma Service
Area — P (TSA-P). University Health (UH) graciously funded the innovative MEDCOM Domestic
Violence Hotline through STRAC. STRAC is hosting the hotline via MEDCOM and ensuring the
correspondence from law enforcement to victim advocacy is established upon identification of a
high-risk lethality case. The hotline is a collaborative approach, involving UH, STRAC, BCSO, Family
Violence Prevention Services, and City of San Antonio (COSA) Metro Health Violence Prevention,
establishing innovative fundamentals regarding how to assist victims of domestic violence who
are at high risk for lethality.
On August 9, 2021, UH, STRAC, BCSO, Family Violence Prevention Services, and Metro Health
Violence Prevention began the use of the MEDCOM Domestic Violence Hotline. STRAC MEDCOM is
contacted by a BCSO Deputy when a Deputy has identified a family violence case to administer the
Danger Assessment for Law Enforcement (DA-LE). The DA-LE is a lethality assessment designed to
assess the risk level a victim has for being killed by their intimate partner and provides a score of
High, Medium, or Low risk; the Deputy can override the score to a high if needed based on the
totality of the situation. The lethality assessment evaluates various risk factors to determine the
probability of future violence escalating causing severe harm and/or death. The assessment is
conducted via a 10-question screener conducted by the BCSO Deputy and provided to STRAC
MEDCOM. If there is a high risk score it is recommended that the victim flee their residence and
seek safety which begins the process of safety planning for a victim. A victim can seek safety at the
Battered Women'’s Shelter, the DV Hotel, or with friend/family, any destination will be incorporated
with safety planning. Follow up services are provided to the victim by BCSO Crime Victim
Advocates, Family Violence Prevention Services, and/or Metro Health Violence Prevention
advocates. There has been great success thus far with 45% of victims willing to flee their homes
and seek safety.

completion of an assessment to determine authorization for service as well as level of care
for treatment through a centralized enrollment process for adults and children.
